First of all, we know that bread for sandwiches should be the 
elose, fine-textured kind . . . and that it should be at least 24 hours 
old to slice to advantage. Ragged-looking sandwiches have no appeal 
--. even to picnie appetites. 

The butter sho be well creamed before spreading it—and of 
course, we always spread the bread with butter before cutting each 
slice. The creamed butter not only spreads more quickly and easily ... 
but it actually goes further than the uncreamed butter. 

Then there is the matter of “keeping” sandwiches fresh and moist 
when we have to make them in the morning for an evening outing— 
or the night before when we plan to start at the crack of dawn on a 
long drive. Pile the sandwiches together and wrap them in a damp 
cloth. But do nat put them im the refrigerator A cool place, yes—but 
not the refrigerator—because storing sandwiches there will make them 
solid and heavy. 

SANDWICH FILLINGS 

The following fillings are sufficient for a 114 Ib. loaf of bread cut 
imto 26 slices. 

EGG AND MAYONNAISE SANDWICHES 

6 hard cooked eggs, 2 cup mayonnaise, 2 tsp. salt, % tsp. pepper, 
% tsp. paprika. Chop eggs fine, add seasoning and salad dressing 
and spread. * 

MOCK CHICKEN SALAD SANDWICHES 
1¥%, cups roast pork or veal cut in small cubes, % cup celery eut 


cooked salad dressing. Mix chopped meat, celery, olives and red pepper 
together. Combine with salad dressing and spread. 
MEAT SALAD SANDWICHES 

14% cups ground ham, boiled tongue or other cold meat, % cup 
chopped celery, % cup chopped pickle, 
Mix meat, celery and pickles together. 
and spread. 

SALMON OR TUNA SALAD SANDWICHES 

2 cups salmon or tuna fish (1 No. 2 can), % cup cooked salad 
dressing, 3 tbsp. chopped parsley, 8 tbsp. chopped sweet pickle, % tsp. 
salt. Remove the bones and skin from fish and mash with a fork, add 
parsley, chopped pickle and salad dressing and mix thoroughly. 

OLIVE AND NUT SANDWICHES 

1 cup chopped olives, 4% cup nuts, % cup mayonnaise. Mix the 

olives, chopped nuts and mayonnaise together and spread. 
PEANUT BUTTER SANDWICHES 

1 eup peanut butter, 1 cup hot water, % tsp. salt. Dissolve the 
salt in the hot water and add slowly to the peanut butter to make a 
thin paste. Adding the hot water and salt overcomes the stickiness of 
the peanut butter and makes it much more satisfactory. 

RAISIN AND CREAM SANDWICHES 

2 cups raisins, 4% cup cream. Put the raisins through the food 

chopper. Mix in the cream gradually and spread. 
DATE, FIG AND NUT SANDWICHES 

¥% eup figs, 1 eup dates, % cup nuts, % cup orange juice, 1 tbsp. 
lemon juice. Put figs, dates and nuts through the food chopper. Mix 
with orange and lemon juice and spread. 

SWEET PICKLE AND MAYONNAISE SANDWICHES 

1% cups chopped sweet pickle, 4 cup mayonnaise, 4% tsp. salt. 

Combine the sweet pickle with the mayonnaise and salt and spread. 
CREAM CHEESE AND PARSLEY SANDWICHES
